attack on last night’s flight. They concentrated upon the Japanese 
warships around Woosung and report that their bombs struck at least 
five vessels, including two cruisers. 
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jackets and 10,000 soldiers, killed and wounded. 


The Japanese inthe Shanghai zones estimate that the Chinese 


losses are approximately 30,000 dead and 20,000 wounded in.this area, .

ITH the sweetened juice from 

stewed fresh fruit and oon 
orande or lemon, 2 wholesome and 
thirst-quenching drink can be made 
at home. If crushed {ce is available 
for dropping into the tumbler before 
the liquid is served, so much the 
better, but water token after the tup 
has run for a short: time mokes the 
drink cold cnough for most tastes, 


When straining the juice from the 
stewed, frult, press Hehtly, but not 
enough to prevent the fruit: being 
used fev pics or puddings with the 
uddition of a Ilttle: more sugar and 
water. Stew the fruit in the first 
instance with water barely to cover 
and sugar just to sweeten, remem- 
bering that Iquids which are too 
siveet fail. to quench thirst. 


To make a drink from dark lus- 
cious fruit, such ‘as blackberrics, 
lopanberries, or damsons, fill the 
tumbler a third full with the stewed 
fruit juice, and ‘add: just a squeeze 
of orange or lemon julce before fill- 
ing up with cold water. For 4 drink 
made from greengages, apples, or 
pears, Ml the tumbler. half full with 
the frujt julce, stlr in a teaspoonful 
of lemon juice or 1 tablespoonful of 
orange juice, and then add the water,

PROMOTING HOME HARMONY 


HE mother who finds it diMcult 
to kecp her children’s belongings 
separate will find her problem solved 
by introducing ‘n colour scheme, 
whereby cach child has hia own 
colour which is marked on tolict re- 
quisites and clothes that oro likely 
to become mixed, . 

All children have -a_ fondness for 
a certain colour, and therefore it is 
advisable to let them choose their 
own, but it must be impressed on 
them to keep to it. This willl avoid 
squabbles abaut the possession of 
any garment or article. 

The bathroom fs the best place In 
which to introduce the idea. For in- 
stance, one child may choose’ green 
and another blue, and toothbrushes 
of these colours are then presented 
to them. Face flannels. with either 
blue or green stripes, or, failing this, 
a coloured tab cnn also be kept sole- 
ly for their owner's use. 

Should one child, for example, 
contract a slight.skin complaint there 
will then be no fear of it spreading 
fo others, for with towels also simi- 
larly marked it minimises the risle 
of the wrong. one being used in 
error. Supervision is, however, 
advisable in such a case, us very 
young children might be careless. 

There are further advantages with 
this colour scheme. When two child- 
ren are about the same age clothes 
often get mixed after being washed, 
but [f each garment has a special tab 
sewn on In ancinconspicuotts posi- 
lion, the task of ‘sorting them out 
Is greatly simplified. It is also an 
excellent plan to have a small chest 
of drawers for each child, painted 
its own colour. 

When this uscheme is working 
smoothly it ean be extended to table 
napkins on which may be embroi- 


dered in colour the owner's nanic or}. 


inltlals. This not only gives a plea- 
sunt touch of colour to the table, but 
effectively prevents arguments over 
possession, and therefore promotes 
penceful meal times.

SALT 


ALT may be justly called the 
housewife's very beat {rlend, It 
is nt hand in every kitchen ond has 
a thousand and one uses in cooking. 
But it fs also useful for many other 
purposes og well, though not every 
housewlte takes full advantage of 
ais. 


For instance, the coconut matting 
which covers the kitchen ‘floor will 
kkeep its colours better and. will not 
wo soft so quickly if it is scrubbed 
with tepid water containing a hand- 
ful of conrse salt. _Ne-sonp is needed. 
Hang the mat out in the open to 
dry, as it may rot if Ieft on the 
floor while still wet. 


When your enamelled bath be- 
comes dirty or stained, St can be 
cleaned casily by rubbing over with 
a mixture of salt and paraffin, Wash 
with warm, sonny water afterwards, 
and rinse well with cold water, 


Wf you have any wicker furniture, 
it will Inok like new if scrubbed with 
salt and water (no soap), as it stif- 
fens the basket-work as well as 
cleaning -it. Brushes and ‘brooms 
react In a similar way to a salt bath, 
Soak them in salted water before 
using. It makes them Inst twice as 
lonst. 


When-soot falls dawn the chimney 
on to your carpets, salt is the best 
substance with which to clean them, 
an thick layer of ordsnary 
coarse salt over the stains and then 
sweap it away with a sti? brush, or 
apnly the vacuum cleaner. The salt 
holds the soot and prevents it from 
being brushed down Into the’carpet, 


When washing  cretonnes, or 
chintzes, or, in fact; any coloured 
articles of this type, n handful of 
salt in the water in whith they are 
sonked will set the coloura and pre- 
vent their riumning. : 


Many obstinate stains will yield to 
salt. It will remove egg stains on 
silver or china if applied damp with 
cold water, Use it to remove uply 
brown tea stains from delicate china 
cups. Put some salt In the cup, add 
n few drops of water to dampen it, 
then rub the salt over ,the stained 
part with the fingers, 


Ink .stains can be removed from 
linen tablecloths or similar materials 
if they are given immedinte treat- 
ment. Cover the stain with salt and 
rub hard with a cut lemon, When 
it is dry, wash in warm water, Re- 
peat the process if the staln docs not 
disappear the first time. 


Salt, has many personal uses also. 
It is a splendid and hygienic mouth- 
wash. Use salt and warm water for 
a parle when you have a touch of 
vold in’ the throat. The salt clears 
the throat and has a good tonic effect. 
A. teaspoonful of salt to a half tum- 
bler of water is the right .amount. 
Dry salt on a dump tooth-brush Is 
an effective tooth-cleanser, 


‘Two handfuls of salt In a gallon 
of hot water makes a splendid foot- 
bath for tired feet, drawing out all 
the inflammation. © 
- Salt throtvn..on a. fire. will. extin- 
guish a burning chimney. [If you 
are frying and the grease, as often 
happens, accidentally catches fire, 
throw on it a handful of salt. This 
wilk soon put the flame out, 

If the waste pipe of the sink or 
bath has become choked, take a 
handful of salt and another of soda 
and push down the pipe. Poor down 
a kettle of boiling water, ond the 
obstruction will be removed.

MADAME CHIANG 
REPROACHES POWERS 


Nanking, Sept. 12 (8,30 o.m,). 

Madame. Chiang Kaleshek in 
broadcast to the United States 
America bitterly complained about 
the indifference of other Powers 
while Japan violates the Nine Power 
, Treaty, which she sald was speclal- 
ly created to safeguard China from 
Japanese Invasion. F 

She sald: “It Is the civilised’ 
natlons’ who reilly permitted thts 
collapse of the Treaty and this 20th 
Century revival of the wholesale 
and brutal murders of Innocent 
elvilians, Consequently Japan feels 
that she js free to continue her cal- 
culuted rujnation of Hfe and pro- 
perty In China.” 

Madame Chiang cnumerated the 
destroyed and damaged United

She sald she was concerned for

Continuing; Madame Chiang sald: 
“If nations bevome accessories to

Commenting on the fallure of the 
Powers to protect thelr own inter- 
ests In Chinn, Madame Chiang sald: 
“Hitherto it had been China which 
trembled while the rest of the world 
wondered why she did not fight. 
Now we have the tronic picture of 
China fighting, while the foreign 
nation Watch their rights and inter- 
esty 'elng destroyed and their people 
put to Might.’ - ; : oO 

Sho celd ‘such scenes must have 

-been “a delightfully encouraging 
spectacle” to the Japanese militar- | 
ists, due to the fact “that they thinle 
they have finally succeeded, without 
any dificulty, in, sweeping Occiden- 
tal prestige clean from the floors of 
the Orient.” 

She concluded by saying — that

Military observers hold the opinion 
that Japan, Italy and Germany are 
considerably outnumbered in military 
strength by the British, French, 
Russian snd Chinese combination 
with whom they are quarrelling. 


They are practically evenly match- 
ed as regards thelr naval strength, 
excluding Chinn’s neglighbio navy and 
Russin'a navy which is of unknown 
quantity except that {t has been re- 
ported, to havd an unusually strong 
submarine force. -Jnpan has « 223 
ahipa, Italy 273, Germany 116, Britain 
381 and France 204, . 


The potentinl army strength of 
‘China is estimated at 2,000,000 men, 
Britain 1,282,800 men, and France 
6,052,083, Russia ‘clulms to “hive 
15,000,000 troops. 

Japon has 2,310,000, Italy 0,494,172 
and Germany 2,560,000, 

Equipment figures are not known, 
Qne observer says that “the Powers 
keep abreost of each other In the 
development of thelr cquipment. 
Scerets filter rapidly from one coun- 
try to another, However, the Rus- 
slan, French, British and Chinese 
combinations have a tactical ad 
vantoze: and are superior in thelr 
ores and armament foctorics. 


‘The Alr Forces in some cases ure 
unknown quantitics, Furthermore, 
the disappointing demonstrations jn 
the Sino-Japanese War and Spanish 
civil war indicate that their tactlcal 
advantage js doubtful.--United, Press. 


American Policy 


Washington, Sept. 12. 
It Ja revealed that the Scerctary of 
State, Mr. Cordell Hull has Instructed 
the American Minlster to Switzerland 
to call the Leayue of Nations’ attcn- 
tion to Mr, Hull's statement made on 
July 16 regarding American foreign 
policy, in which he emphasised the 
United States policy of non-inter- 
ference in {he {nternal affairs of other 
countries, plus strict adherence to 
treaty obligations. To the American 
statement over 50 governments of 
the world have replied placing them- 

selves in fundamental agreement. 


This is considered to be very 
significant In view of the pending 
Chinese appeal to the League plus 
the situation in the Spanish Civil War 
and the Mediterranean . tension. 
Howover, it is ext ected that this will 
mark the limit, of the United States’ 
participation in the League. meeting. 


American Initiative 


Mr. Hull's move in forwarding to

He sald 
that his ea applied to every 
home jn the world, 
circles, However, he declined to be 
more specific upon international 
affairs and would not amplify his last 
Sunday's statement that Americans 
in China remain ot their own risk. 

President Roosevelt in a neigh- 
bourly farmyard speech at a meeting 
of the “Roosevelt Home Club 
pledged “that the United States— 
people and Government—will do 
everything they can to keep the coun- 
try out of war.

TORTURE. STORIES 


“CHINESE DIE RATHER 
THAN BE CAPTURED 


Shanghui, Sept, 12 (10.40 am.), 

There have been few prisoners 
taken thus far by cither side, Both 
the Chinese and Japanese opparent- 
ly prefer death to capture, Accord- 
Ing to Japanese Army traditions, 
soldierg must commit suicide tf they 
are unnble to avold capture, while 
the Chinese troops would rather die 
fighting, due toa the belief of horror 
stories, alleged ‘massacres ond tor 
tures, which the Japanese inflict on 
prisoners of war. 

A Japanese spokesman, . attempting 
to explain the valorous conduct of 
the Chinese troops in not retreating 
despite the most. withering yopantee 
fire, with the .result that whole bri- 
gades were sometimes wiped .out to 
the. last. man, sald the Second line 
of Chinese troops are ordered to 
troin tholr guns on the backs of the 
front-line troops and to shoot If 
they show signs of wenkening. 
However, neutrals discredit this 
statement. A neutral observer said: 
“TY have seen Chinese soldiers re- 
main at their positions until they 
died of shock and concussion though 
untouched by shot or shell, rather 
than retreat without orders. : 

“Chinese soldicra believe the tor- 
ture and massncre stories, but I 
have not seen nny torture, although 
behind the Japanese lines I saw cap- 
tured Chinese, Peace Preservation 
troopa tnd plain-clothos men chain- 
ed by their ankles and necks, per- 
forming voolle labour under the 
prodding Japanese bayoncts. - 

‘Tho Chinese troops have fatled 
to enpture Japanese troops ns pri- 
soners, However, a dozen Japanese 
avintors who survived after thelr 
planes crashed behind the Chinese 
lines were captured and token to 
Nanking, where they were imprison- 
ed and questioned. ‘They have not 
attempted sufcide yet, but it 's re- 
ported that they are extremely 
worried about thelr reception if and 
when they eventually return to the 
Japanese Lnes.” - 

However, thousands of farmers, 
!llagers and other non-combatants are 
virtual prisoners behind the Japan- 
ese lines, having been impresse 
labour service. They are herded Jn 
camps every night. They are always 
under a Japanese guard to prevent 
escape, because the Japanese Army 
urgently needs carters and Inbour- 
ers.—United Press. 

Chinese Bravery ; 
Shanghai, Sept. 12 (8.11 a.m.). 

A message expressing sorrow and 
admiration for, the Chinese soldiers 
killed In action has been Issued by 
the Nanking Kuomintang Central 
Executive Committee,” which » says 
that “their heroism and: sacrifice arc 
suMicient to move the universe and 
cnuse God and angels to weep.

TOO MANY 
TONGUES 


‘Time and again, mostly dur- 
ing periods of strained relation- 
ship between the nations, the 
demand for a universal language 
receives a new stimulus. The 
inconvenience of a multiplicity 
of tongues is obvious and will 
be denied by no-one, but when 
it comes to the question of 
which language to adopt, as 
many different opinions are 
voiced as there are tongues and 
dialects in Europe. Many at- 
tempts have been made to 
invent an artificial world langu- 
age, the most successful among 
them being, Volapuk and 
Esperanto. The former language, 
the intricacies of which may be 
judged by the fact, that accord- 
ing to an eminent expert on the 
subject, “the Volapuk verb 
boosts of no jess than 606,440 
different forms’, was super- 
seded, as a suggested vehicle for 
international communication, by 
Esperanto,’ a hanguage derived 
by a.selection from most Euro- 
pean tongues. Subsequently 
other artificial langunges have 
appeared, but none has had a 
sufficiently strong appeal to 
supply the need for «w common 
world Janguage. Of the other 
living tongues which it has 
been suggested should be adopt- 
ed for international purposes, 
English: has now become the 
second lanyuage for all practical 
purposes in most foreign coun- 
tries.

Is unlike- 
ly to be realised, the English 
lnnguaga certainly, fills the bill 
by reason of {ta wide currency.

The tyrannical parent, 
however good his motives, must 
Inevitably , fll his child's mind with 
nn over-developed sense of fear, A 
lively sense of fear ls a necessary 
acquirement; it wkecps us out of 
danner when we are young and 
inexperienced, and later on the fear 
of public opinion in all its. forms 
deters us from -haormful and ant{- 
social conduct.

CHURCHES 


“No Ground for. 
Division” 
VIEW OF WORLD 
CONFERENCE 


The delegates, numbering between 
500 and 600 from all parts of the 
globe, to the World Conference on 
Faith and Order, resumed ‘their 
meetings recently in Edin- 
burgh. * 

The Archbishop of York, President 
of the Conference, ws In the chair. 

The report of Section L, which was 
submitted, declared that “We re- 
cognise that there Is in connection 
with the subject committed to our 
section no ground for mnuintaining 
division belween the churches.” 

The Rev. Willlam Manson, Church 
of Scotland, Edinburgh, who present- 
ed the report, emphasised the un- 
onimity which from first to lust hod 
choracterised their discussion. The 
report was laid before them without 
reduction and without reserve, They 
recognised no ground for maintaining 
division between the churches. 

[Section I. of the Conference 
undertook the study of the dif- 
ferences and agreements of all the 

Churches in Christendom ‘concern- 

ing the doctrine of grace. Three 

other sections are engaged in 
studying the Word of God; the 

Ministry and the Sacraments; and 

problems of federation, true inter- 

communion, and truce corporate 
union.} : 
A NOTABLE ADVANCE 

A “notable advance” was referred 
to by Archbishop Stephin, of Sofia 
(Orthodox Church of Bulgaria). 

“Uf the work of nll the sections has 

been ads satisfactory as that done-in 
Section I," he asserted, “we may 
say‘that the Rubicon has been 
crossed, and we -have already ad- 
vanced on the way which leads ‘us 
to our aim." 
-°The Bishop of Madras, the Right 
Rev, E. H. M. Waller (Anglican 
Church. of India, © Burma and 
Ceylon}) remarked that they had a 
common message to the world, and 
spiritual unity was far more im- 
portant thin outward unity. 

“TI wish there hnd been more re- 
cognition of the pressure there is to- 
duy on the souls of men and upon 
the whole riddle of life," sald Bishop 
Neville Talbot, Vicar of St. Mary's 
Church, Nottingham.

The suggested solution is the em- 
ployment of full tlme appointment 
boards whose dutics would be to

In addition the boards would collect 
all the necessary statist!eal informa- 
tion and control. the output of 
students from cach faculty.

Fruit Drinks 


ITH the sweetened juice from 

stewed fresh fruit. and an 
orange or lemon, a wholesome and 
thirst-quenching drink can be made 
at home, If crushed ice is available 
for dropping into the tumbler before 
the liquid is served, so much the 
better, but water taken after the tap 
hos run for a short time makes the 
drink cold enough for most tastes. 


When straining ‘the juice from the 
stewed fruit, press lightly, but not 
enough to prevent the frult being 
used for pics or puddings with the 
addition of o lttle more sugar and 
water. Stew the fruit in the first 
Instance with water barely to cover 
and sugar just to sweeten, remem- 
bering that lHquids which are too 
siveet fail to quench thirst. 


To make a drink from dark lus- 
cious fruit; such as blackberrics, 
logunberries, or damsons, fill the 
tumbler o third full with the stewed 
fruit juice, and add just a squeeze 
of orange or lemon juice before fill- 
ing up with cold water. For a drink 
made from greengages, apples, or 
pears, fll the tumbler half full with 
the fruit juice, stir in a teaspoonful 
of temon juice or a tablespoonful of 
orange juice, and then add the water,

--PROMOTING HOME HARMONY 


HE mother who finds it difficult 
to keep her children’s belongings 
separnte will find her problem solved 
by introducing « colour scheme, 
whereby cach child has his own 
colour which is marked on tollet re- 
quisites and clothes that are likely 
to become mixed. 

Alt. children have a fondness for 
n certain colour, and therefore it is 
advisable to Iet them choose their 
own, but it must be impressed on 
them to keep to it, This will avoid 
squabbles about the possession of 
any garment or article, 

The buthroom is the best place in 
which to introduce the idea, For in- 
stance, one child may choose green 
and another blue, and toothbrushes 
of these colours ure then presented 
to them. Face flannels with cither 
blue or green stripes, or, falling thls, 
a coloured tab can also be kept sole- | 
ly for their owner's usc. 

Should one child, for  cxample, 
contract a slight skin complaint there 
will then be no fear of it spreading 
to others, for with towels also simt- 
larly marked It minimises the risic 
of the wrong one being used in 
error, Supervision ~ is, however, 
advisable jn such a case, as very 
young children might be careless. 

There ore further advantages with 
this colour scheme, When two child- 
ren are nbout the same age clothes 
often get mixed after being washed, 
but if cach garment has a special ‘tab 
sewn on in an inconspicuous -posi- 
tion, the task of sorting them out 
Is greatly simplified. It is also an 
excellent plan sto have a small chest 
of drawers for each child, painted 
its own .cotour. 2 q 

When this scheme js working 
smoothly Jt can be extended to table 
napkins on which may be embrol- 
dered in colour the owner’s name Or 


-}initinls. ‘This not only gives a plea- 


sant touch of colour to the table, but 
effectively prevents arguments over 
possession, and therefore promotes 
peaceful meal’ times.

A PINCH 
OF 
SALT 


GALT may be justly called the 
housewife's very best friend. It 
jg at hand Jn every Kitchen and has 
a thousand and onc uses in cooking. 
But it {s' nlso useful for mony other 
purposes as well, though not every 
Rouse takes full advantage of 
this. 


For instance, the coconut matting 
which covers the kitchen floor will 
keep its colours better and will not 
a soft so quickly if it Is scrubbed 
with tep{d water containing a hand- 
ful of coarse salt. No soap is necded. 
Hang? the mat out in the open to 
dry, as it may rot {f left on the 
floor while still wet. 


When your enamelled bath be- 
comes dirty or stained, It can be 
cleaned easily by rubbing over with 
a mixture of salt and paraffin. Wash 
with warm, soapy water afterwards, 
and rinse well with cold water, - 


It you have any wieker furniture, 
it will loolc Mle new {f scrubbed with 
salt: and water (no soap), as it atif- 
fens the basket-work: as well as 
cleaning St. Rrushes and brooms 
react In a simflar way to a salt bath. 
Soake them in salted water before 
using. It makes them Iast twlee as 
lons. 


When soot falls down the chimney 
on.to your carpets, salt Is the best 
substance with which to clean them. 
Spread a thick layer of ordinary 
coarse salt over the stains and then 
sweep It away with a stiff brush, or 
apply the vacuum cleaner, The salt 
holds the soot ond prevents it from 
being brushed down into the carpet. 


When washing cretonnes, oF 
chintzes, or, in fact, any coloured 
articles of this type, a hondful of 
sait in the water in which they are 
soled will set the colours and pre- 
vent their running. 


Many obstinate stains will yleld to 
salt. It will remove egg stains on 
silver or china if applied damp with 
cold water. Use it to remove ugly 
brown ten stains from delicate china 
cups. Put‘some salt jn the cup, add 
a few drops of water to dampen {t, 
then rub the salt over the stained 
part with the fingers. 


Inte stains can be removed from 
linen tablecloths or similar materials 
if they are given Immedinte treat- 
ment, Cover the stain with salt and 
rub hard with a cut Iemon, When 
it is dry, wash in warm water, Re- 
peat the process if the stain docs not 
disappear the first time. 


Salt has many personal uses also. 
It is a splendid ond hygienic mouth- 
wash, Use salt and warm water for 
a gargle when you have a touch of 
cold in the throat, The salt clears 
the throat and has a good tonic effect. 
A teaspoonful of salt to a half tum- 
bler of water is the right amount. 
Dry salt on a damp tooth-brush is 
an effective tooth-cleanser, 


Two handfuls of salt in a fallon 
of hot water makes a splendid foot- 
bath for tired feet, drawing out ell 
the Inflammation. 

Salt thrown on a fire will cxtin- 
yulsh’ a* burning ~ -chimney, ~ If- you 
ure frying and the grease, os often 
happens, accidentally entches fire, 
throw on it a handful of salt. This 
will soon put the flame out. 

If the waste. pipe of the sinke or 
bath has become choked, take u 
handful of salt and another of soda 
and push down the pipe. Poor down 
a Isettle of boiling water, and the

BACON, EGGS, 
AND APPLES 


ACON is very good with eggs and 
apples. Allow one or two this 
rashers, one cg¢, and one medium- 
sized cooking apple for each pérson. 


Roll up the rashers ond lay them 
in a buttered pic-dish, Arrange the 
apples In slices on top and break the 
eggs over them. Sprinkle each eg 
with. salt, cover the dish with a piece 
of #reaseproof poper and put It In 2 
moderate oven until the three in- 
giredlents ‘are cooked, For a change, 
half 2 cupful of corn flakes can be 
added instead of eggs.. 


To Make Apple Curd Pte 


Line a pie-dish with short crust’ 
pastry and bake till it Is a light 
brown colour. Grate 3 lbs apples 
and add to It the grated rind ond 
julee of a Jemon. Then cream 
together 2 tablespoonfuls butter and 
2 ‘tablespoonfuls honey or brown 
sugar, and add to this tho yolks of. 
2 eggs and the apple mixture. 


Mix all together and pour into the 
pastry-lined pie-dish. Cover the top 
with a meringue made with the 
whites of the 2 eggs and 4 ozs castor 
sugar, ond put into a modcrate oven 
to brown. Serve with cream.

At Stanley 


Witness Belicves 
Flies Responsible 
For Infection 


The = first death from cholera nt 
Stanley Gaol was the subject of an 
Inquest held ‘at the Central Mogist- 
racy thls morning. Yeung Tung, 32, 
fn prisoner, died jn the prison hospital 
on September 11. The inques 
Jury, comprising Messra. J. E. 
Noronha (Foreman), W. G. Maycocl 
and Chung Wing-kee, returned a 
verdict of death from natural causes, 
Mr. W. Schofleld sat as Coroner. 

Mr. J. W. Fitz-Gerald, Chief War- 
der of the Stanley Gaol, stated that 
the deceased was sentenced to six 
months’ hard fabour ander the 
Tobacco Ordinance, 

Dr. G. I. Shaw, Medical Officer at 
the Stanley Gaol, stated that when 
deceased was at first examined on 
March 27, his conditlon was very 
poor. te was suffering from chronic 
tuberculosis. On September 10 he 
was admitted to the prison hospjtal. 
He was Isolated, as all stich cases are 
during the present cholera epidemic. 
He died at 9 am. on September 11 
nnd at a post-mortem examination 
the same morning his death was found 
to be caused primarily by cholera and 
secondarily by chronic tuberculosts.

TOO MANY 
TONGUES 


— Time and again, mostly dur- 
ing periods of strained relation- 
ship b-tween the nations, the 
demand for a universal language 
receives a new stimulus. The 
inconvenience of a multiplicity 
of tongues is obvious and will 
be denied by no-one, but when 
if comes to the question of 
which language to adopt, as 
many different opinions are 
voiced as there are tongues and 
dialects in Europe. Many at- 
tempts have been made to 
pen an artificial world langu- 
age, the most successful among 
them being Volapuk = and 
Esperanto. The former language, 
the intricacies of which may be 
judged by the fact, that accord- 
Chater Road. | ing to an eminent expert on the 
‘[subject, “the “ Volapuk. verb 
boasts of no less than 506,440 
different ‘forms’, was super- 
seded, as a suggested vehicle for 
international communication, by 
Esperanto, a banguage derived 
by a seleetion from most Euro- 
pean tongues. Subsequently 
other artificial Janguages have 
appeared, but none ‘has had a 
sufficiently strong appeal to 
supply the need for a common 
world language. Of the other 
living tongues which it has 
been suggested should be adopt- 
ed for international purposes, 
English has now become the 
second language for all practical 
purposes in most foreign: coun- 
tries. It contains both Teutonic 
and. Latin elements and has a 
very simple grammar; it is the 
easiest language to acquire for 
most foreigners and is already 
the most widely diffused tongue 
in the world, 200 million people 
claiming English ons their 
mother tongue. As we all know, 
English is the necepted medium 
of communication throughout the 
East, and in Evirope it has been 
introduced as the second langu- 
age in most schools, a knowledge 
of French and German being 
now considered of Jess urgent 
importance than was previously 
the. case. The Intest instance 
of this trend towards .the 
mitural adoption’ of English as 
the world language is furnished 
by Russin, whose Government 
recently decided to supplant 
German by English as the first 
foreign Janguage. Short of the 
gencral adoption of a universal 
tongue, a dream which is unlike- 
ly to be realised, the English 
language certainly fills the bill 
by reason of its wide currency. 
A knowledge of English has 
long sufficed for most practical 
purposes in all parts of ° the 
world, and present-day __ten- 
dencies are all in the direction 
of its increasing use,

Tyrannical 


HE, writer of the article boosting 
the “old-fashioned tyrannical 
kind" of- parents makes some good 
points against the giving of a child 
Necence, rather than Iberty of self- 
expression, but he has but a loose 
understanding of modern ideas of 
bringing up no child. 

Throughout his article there rings 
a pronounced masochistic note as if 
he regretted never having endured 
punishment in his youth, and he is 
strangely lacking In self-relinnce— 
surely a poor tribute to “modern” 
upbringing. 

A severe, repressive ideal in the 
rearing of children postulates a dis- 
ciplinc founded on fear, fear of 
painful, unpleasant — consequences. 
Very often’ It simply means an 
appeal to the child’s mind through 
its body. The tyrannical parent, 
however good his motives, must 
Inevitably fll his child’s mind with 
an over-developed sense of fear. A 


lively sense of. fear is a necessary 


acquirement; it -keeps us out of 
danger when we are young and 
Inexperlenced, and inter on the fear 
of public opinfon in all its forms 
deters us from harmful and anti- 
social conduct, 

But there in a great danger of Sts 
ceasing to be na wholesome deterrent, 
and becoming a paralysing influence, 
arresting the development of the 
child's distinctive characteristics, and 
InyIng the foundations of grave social 
maladjustments in Inter life. 


A Sacréd Task 


Brondly speaking, it may be snid 
that the two qualities which it is 
most important to develop in a child 
are Iove and respect fur its parents, 
tnd the ability to merge Its life and 
Interests in n brond common atream,

These two general qualities em- 
brace all the clements—unselfishness, 
patriotism, team spirft, respect for 
tradition—which make for a stable 


tempernment and a happy and useful 
social Hfe. , 


Now which type of parent is more 
Nkely to inculcate these qualities in 
4 child's character—the harsh, tyran- 
nfenl one who adheres to the old 
old method of the barren negative 
prohibition, “followed by corporal 
punishment for disobedience, or the 
one who takes the time and patience 
to mould his child’s nature by an 
appeal to his imagination and under- 
standing, and who above ‘all regards 
the young expanding personality as 
a osaered, precious thing, ahd Is 
careful not to do anything that would 
thwart or repress Ht? 


T suppose It is a matter of opinion, 
but IT should unhesitatingly plump 
for the second type every time. 


Sense Of Injustice 


It ia about as hopeless to try to 
dam the Victorla Falla as to impose 
a repressive, Spartan discipline on 
a child, and then expect, as it were, 
things to stay put. 

A child's individuality is a dyn- 
amic, organic thing, and the effects 
of such treatment upon Jt, as the 
Freudians tell us, are apt to be 
complex and unexpected. While out- 
wardly deferring to the parents’ code 
of conduct, he will privately, follow 
his own bent. . He will tend to regard 
authority as synonymous with In-

there is a danger of his incurring 
emotional repressions that will stand 
between him and the. fullest realisa- 
tion of his abilities when he grows 
up. A 
The “victim” regrets. not having 
been brought up under any of 
the ordinary religious beHef. Many 
parents compel their children _willy- 
nilly to fo to churelijand Sunday 
school, Whenever thet clement of 
compulsion creeps In we are apt to 
be prejudiced, and it is not surprisint 
If these children come to regard 
ehurch-poing as an unpleasant duty, 
which they drop when they Krow 
up, more us a gesture of independence 
from parental coercion than for, any 
serious reason. - 

This youthful reaction may drift 
Into n life-long estrangement from 
church membership and all its benc- 
fits, and thelr consciousness of lack 
of anchornge in llfe must be deeper 
than In the case of those who have 
never been connected with a church, 

T have In mind the case of a youth 
who was reared in a home where 
the maxim, “Spare the rod nnd anoll 
the child,” was held to be ‘the Inst 
word In child psychology. His father 
was a stern, aggresslve mon who was 
never slow {to resort to corporal 
punishment. The marringe had been 
an unsuccessful one, and his mother 
had developed something of an antl- 
pathy tothe other sex, and she did 
her utmost to repress any -virilc, 
Independent traits of character in 
him by instilling a “fear psychology” 
in his mind.

Severn Leigh, whose 
British’ crew refused to sail when 
she was ready to leave for Japan 
on Friday morning, is still in Hong- 
kong, waiting for a decision of the 
Board of Trade as to the men’s de- 
mand for a 50 per cent. increase In 
wages. 

Enquiries at the Mitsui Bussan 
Kaisha, to which the Severn Leigh 
is under charter, revealed that the 
cargo of coal carried by the ship on 
her arrival in Hongkong was not 
for Japan, but for local firms. The 
vessel Is, however, carrying 1 cargo 
of scrap tron to Japan, Failing an 
adjustment of the dispute the ship 
may take on a new crew and. salt 
in the course of ‘the next two or 
three days. 

At the Harbour Office St was 
learned. that the crew had simply 
refused to put to sen for two rensons 
—the necessity of a bonus for trading 
in the war zone, and refusal to aid 
what they considered an aggressive 
nation. At present the crew is on 
board the vessel and doing its usual 
work, . 

The course open to the master of 
the ship is either to pay the crew 
off and send them back to England, 
or to await the ruling of the Board 
of Trade. A Harbour: Ofice official 
to-day expressed the opinion that a
